The iuiiiatory vx- 
crdaee wete held in the Scottish Kite 
Temple, at Sixth and Walnut streets, 
and began about i o'clock and conttoued 
all afternoon and well into tbe evening. 
After the initiatory ceremonlea the new 
and old Knights of Columbns adjourned 
to the Louisville Hotel, where an elegant 
tiMiKjiR-t lia<l been prepared for lliciii. It 
was a great ilay for the local Knights of 
Columbus and the taste of hospitality 
shown the visitors from Cincinnati, St.

State Deputy Charles J. O'Connor was 
the highest officer at the Initiation, which 

was conducted by a degree team of mem- 
bers of the I^ouisville council, under the 
guidance of Grand Knight P. M. O'Reilly. 
In the degree work the local knights were 
•aaiated by Dr. Thomas It. Hart, of Cin 
dnnati, and tbe Cincinnati degree team, 
made up of Grand Knight James J. Car- 
berry. Joseph B. Kcalr, William J. Fox, 
Jamca J. Maher, William J. Tanner and 
John J. Sullivan. In all the Cincinnati 
and Covington party anmbsfcd about 
fifty knights. 

Of the class of sixty who were initiated 
several were well known priests and 
others were prominent citizens of I/juis- 
ville and outlying towns in Kentucky.

Norton and Dr. Jamea Shannon. P. C. 
Laughlin came down from Mt. Sterling 
and John S. Leahy from St. Louis. 

On account of the length of th- initia- 
tory ceremonies it was late when the lian- 
quet began. John S. Leahy, of St. Louis, 
who was to have responded to the toast, 
"Knights of the Twentieth Century," bad 
to catch a train. He ipoke only a few 
minntss while the knights were discus- 
aing ths menu sad then made hia adieus. 

The Hob. Bdward J. McQsrmatt waa 
toastmaater and presided with his cus- 
tomary ease and grace. He thanked the 
visitors for their attendance, and said that 
their presence gave great pleasure to 
their I. ouisviUe brothers. Continuing, the 
speaker declared that while the church 
waa doing its duty in the maintenence of 
iU doctrines, while the clergy were zeal- 
oualy performing their duties, much re- 
spooaihUity must stiU rest upon tbe 
shoulders of the btymca. 

If our men and woman, said Mr. Mc- 
Dermott, do not show to the world that 
their religion has a practical Influence on 
their daily lives, making them truthful, 
honest, high-minded and conscientious 
in all their dealings with the r fellow- 
men, we can not expect others to look 
upon our creed with favor. An intelli- 
gent, educated, npright laity is tbe beat 
proof of the rsgsnerating power of our 
faith and will have the most persussive 
ittflaenca upoa the minds snd hearts of 
sseken after truth. He alao referred to 
thedisfsvor in which tbe Catholic church 
stood In this country in tbe first half of 
the last century, and how greatly it had 
risen lately in public esteem. 

The spea'ker 8ai<l that the Catholic 
knights and ladies of the twentieth cen- 
tury did not have the same duties to per- 
form aa did the knights and ladies of the 
Middle Ages, but though their duties 
sad dangers were different in kind they 
wan equally as importspt sod cften as 
trying' to ths aoid. The best service we 
can render the church, the best way to 
win converta to her fold, said Mr. Mc- 
Dermott, is to convince our neighbors by 
our daily conduct that we are not only 
faithful to our duties at the altar, but 
that we are also upright in all of our 
dealings with others in private life. He 
urged the Knights of Columbus to keep 
their sUndards pure and high, to make 
the church averywherc tbe champion of 
education, chari^. morality and liberty, 
the stronghold of purity and justice, tbe 
shidd of tha weak and the staff ot the 
poor. 

William C. Wolking, a promimnt cltl- 
xen of Cincinnati, responded to the toast, 
"Indies of the Twentieth Century," and 
handled his subject in a masterly man- 
ner. J. P. O'Meara, of Elizal)tthtown, 
was to have responded to the toast, "My 
Old Kentucky Home," but he was un- 
avoidably absent. His place was ably 
taken by Alderman James J. Pitsgerald. 
The banquet closed with tbe singing of 
"America."

EXPIRED SUDDENLY. 



Capt John J. Connolly Palls 
• Victim to Hoart 
Disoaso. 



Capt. John J. Connelly, one of this 
city's oldest and bravest firemen, died 
suddenly Tuesday morning as a result of 
heart diaeaae while being conveyed from 
tho No. 6 eagine-honae to bis home, 623 
Thiitaeatb street Capt Connelly, with 
hia Are company, bad aided la tbe aup- 
presslon of a fire after midnight, and 
while fighting the fire inhaled a great 
ninount of smoke. After the fire was ex- 
tinguished Capt. Connelly returned to 
the en(i;ine-h(>use and chatted pleasantly 
with the firemen for an hour or more be- 
fore retiring. A member of the company 
heard him cry out in pain and summoned 
Dr. W. T. Hayse, who after an examina- 
tion advised Capt. Connelly to go home. 
Thia be did, but refused to sllow any of 
the firemen to aooompaay bim. Ha died 
in the cab while en route home. 

Capt. Connelly was born in Philadel- 
phia fottyuine years ago. He came to 
Louisville with his parents when i|uite a 
youth and began to make his livelihood 
as a stationary engineer. Later be went 
on tbe river as a steamboatman and 
•erved several years. In 1883 be was 
appointed a member of the ' Louisville 
fire depertmaat A year ktar be attended 
a fire at Tbiid and Oieea streets, wfaere 
both his legs were brakea. 

After his recovery he wss tranaferredto 
the No. 5 engine company, where he 
finally arose to l>e cai)tain, which posi- 
tion he held at the time of his death. His 
wife, who was before 'iiarriajje .Miss Mag- 
gie Cavanaugh, is prostrated over her 
husband's death. He left no children. 
Capt Connelly was a brother of 8iq(el 
Connelly p( the police foiei and of Mta. 
Mary Stephena. 

Tbe funeral took place from St. Pat- 
rick's church Thursday morning and was 
sttended by members of the fire depart-

COIFiUS ARCVBiSflOPS UD BISHOPS 



Hia Holiaeea Pope Piux X. presided 
over the first secret consistory of hia 

Pontificate last Monday, and despite the 
predictions of the Rome corresjxjndents, 
no new American Cardinal was named. 
On the contrary, only two Cardinals were 
created — Monsignor Merry Del V'al, the 
new Papal Secretary of State, and Mon- 
siitnor Callegsri, Archbishop of Psdus. 
In sddition to confirming the creation of 
the new Cardinala, the consistory eon- 
firmed tbe appointment of Archbisbop 
Harty, of Manila; the kigiit Rev. Pedro 
Ganzaldz y I';stra<la, as Bishop of Havana; 
the Right Rev. Maximilian Reynoso y 
Delcoral, as Titular Bithop of Nocesarea; 
the Right Rev. Thomas A. Hendricks, as 
liishop of Cebu; tbe Right Rev. Manual 
Orne y Vivanco, aa Bishop of Pinar del 
Rio, Cubs, and the Right Rev. Bonavent- 
ure M. Broderick, formerly of Hartford, 
Conn., to be Auxiliary Bishop of Havana, 
as Titular Bishop of OiuUanpoli 

Ever alnce the election and coronation 
of Pope Pius X. tbe newspapers have 
been filled with predictions concerning 
the appointment of one or more American 
Cardinals, so that Protestants, as well as 
Catholics, anxiously awaited this first 
consistory, all striving to guess where tbe 
red hat would fall. The anxious ones 
wera dissppdnted. A new Cardinal for 
America waa not even discussed at the 
oonalstory. 

At the secret consistory held on Mon- 
day only tbe Pope and Cardins's then in 
Rome were present. His Holiness v»3re 
the full Pontifical rol)es used only in the 
first secret consistory of each Pupc. After 
tbe Pope had seated himself on the throne 
all present advanced singly snd paid bim 
homage. The master ot ceremonies then 
called upon all those praaent, aave the 
Pope and Cardinals, to leave the ball. 
Thih tbey did and the doon were doeed. 

Pope Piux opened tbe consistory with 
s prayer, after which Cardinal Oreglia, 
Dean of tbe Sacred College, formally 
thanked the Pope in behalf of the Cardi- 
nals for having put aside his personal 
preferences and assumin^the heavy re- 
sponsibilities of governing the church. 

Pope Pinx in replying uttered an allo- 
cution wbidi reodved not only tbe sp- 
probstion of tbe Cardinals, bnt must ot 
necessity meet the spproval of all Cbria- 
tian people throughout the world. The 
keynote of hia address was tbe ssme as 
in bis first encyclical: "As Christ is 
truth, we must go toward the truth." 
In part the Pope, addressing the Cardinals, 
said; 

"Knowing the duties resting on the 
Roman Pontiff, it is not strange if we 
considered ourselves unfit fur the task, 
for as we saw the apostolic duties, we 
judged they could not be properly carried 
out with our strength, ss we recognised 
tbst on rising to ths Papal throne greatest 
study must be to give the most force to 
rdigion and to rectify errors. All this, 
considering our great weakness, fright- 
ened us, but as Go.1 willed to elevate us 
to this dignity we trust in His help to 
sustain us. Before all our efforts will be 
to retain tbe faith inviolate and to pro- 
vide for tbe eternal salvation of all with- 
out saving ourselves sny trouble or fa- 
tigue. Por truth'a sake it is necessary 
that in governing the church tbe Pontiff 
should sppear to be free snd not the sub- 
ject of any power. This is not the case, 
and that ia what we lament as being a 
grave injury to the church. Your precious 
help and advice, my precious brothers, 
assist me iu fulfilling the duties of my 
most important office and I ahall always 
ask for your counsel under grave drcnm- 
stances. Thus, each of you sustaining 
part of tbe immense weight resting upon 
na, our servicea will be not only to the 
faithful, hot to tbe whole world. Weshall 
not follow any path bnt that o( onr pre* 
d tsasso r ib namdy to restore all in Christ. 
As Christ is trntb we must go towajb 
tmtb. 

"Tbe Pope, in hia office, can not sepa- 
rate the faith from politics. Therefore 
he, being the head and sovereign ruler of 
the most perfect society, namely the 
church, constituted among men and of 
men strictly composed, he certainly must 
wish that between him and the princes of 
the world and tbe rulers of public affairs 
mutual relations should exist if he wishes 
to pfovide for this sodety liberty for 
CstboUcs in all porta of tba workU Bf- 
forta arc now bdng made to destroy the 
Ubarty of tbe CatboUc truth, which the 
church most aheolntely oppose, as that is 
not a promotion of Hberty, but corrup- 
tion of liberty. However, following the 
Redeemer we must pity and pardon the 
sinners, while trying by all means to be- 
come reconciled with them. We trust to 
scconiplisli what our predeoeasors oonld 
not reach — that truth shall overcome 
everywhere the errors of injustice. We 
ihsll persist in this struggle ss, If all our 
dedrea are not completdy satisfied, oar* 



talnly, with the help otjjM, weshall 
succeed iu having the sahte ot truth 
esUblished and conaoUdattt in all good 

people and propagated to Ul others who 
are well disposed." 

At the ^-onclusion of his address the 
Pope named the two nciv Cardinals and 
asked: "What have you, to say?" In 
response tUe Cardinals rr.ise<l their caps 
as a sign of affirmstion. ffbe confirma- 
tion of the Archbishops si I Bishops fol- 
lowed, and then the e nsistory wss 
brought to s dose.

The official visit ot Grand Preddent 
James B. Kelly to Satolli Coundl, Y. M. 

I. , called forth a large attendance Mon- 
day night. The routine business ef the 

cinincil was dispatched in short onler 
and the meeting was turned into a social 
session, with WilUam O'Connor prcsid- 
ing. 

Grand President Kelly was received 
with great applsuse. He wss sccom- 
panied by Grand Secretary Oeoige J, 
Lautx, Chairman of the Board of Grand 
Directors Joseph Piazza, Depnty.at-I«arge 
Harry Colgan, Council Deputies Edward 
Rosier and Vincent 1!. Smith, Clarence 

II. Zook and several members of the 
council from St. Mcinrad's, Indiana. 
Mr. O'Connor welcomed the grand of- 
ficers in a few words, after which Grand 
President Kelly addwi Hd the ennndl. 
He said: 

"It ia Indeed a great pleasure to make 
my first o^fcial visit to No. 193, s coundl 
that hss always refleded credit upon the 
order, and that baa largely con- 
tributed by tbe talents and genius 
of her members in placing the 
Young Men's Institute in the fore- 
front of Catholic societies in the country. 
The history of tbe Presidents of Satolli 
Conndl since its institution would be a 
history of gentlemen of the highest char- 
acter—intelligent, able and pr ogre ssi ve 
—and ss well aa I can remember, none of 
them have ever left the ranks of tbe 
Young Men's Institute. Wbst I lay re- 
garding the chief officers of your conndl 
can be applied to their collegues, and 
l<rit, but b^SMiMMa^least, tbe admiHttk 
tration of my predecessor as Grand Presi- 
dent will place tbe name of your fellow- 
member, Brother William A. Perry, upon 
the escutcheon of the Young Men's In- 
stitute history in ancb a manner as to 
make it a lasting monument to tbe Ken- 
t ucky jurisdictfoa. 

"The Grand President is the aervant 
and. not the matter, and any officer who 
does not understand this relation snd sd 
accordingly can not properly perform bis 
functions and is not entitled to the re- 
spect and confidence of tbe members. 
We enjoy a material wdl-bdng exceed- 
iLg that of any former period in our 
existence, and it shall be my aim to 
maintain thia condition of affairs by tbe 
fullest consultation touching polidea and 
harmony ot action in pturanance ot a 
sentiment espreesed by the members. 
Without your counsel and support I shall 
utterly fall as your leader and bring 
severe criticism on those who by thdr 
votes elected me. It is well that onr 
progress sliouli! I'c gradual, and our suc- 
cess based upon a judicious spprovsl of 
its prindples sftcr intelUgent study, 
rather than upon an enthnsissm tbst will 
cool becsuse unsupported by a just ap- 
preciation of what tbe Yonng Men's 
Institute is intended to sccomplish. We 
have been given special and peculiar 
privileges, but with them come grave 
responsibilities. We can not escape the 
burden laid upon us when we took tbe 
obligation of membership, and our deter- 
mination should result in tbe Incresae of 
zeal to bring sU those who profess our 
religion into our ranks, tbst we might 
strengthen thdr faith and teach all the 
highest ideal of CatboUc dtiaensbip. 
Every good work you undertske in this 
coundl will not fail to benefit you snd 
your brethren in the faith. But this In- 
fluence can be widened through the com- 
bined efforts of all your meml)ers. Map 
out you plan of operation, apportion the 
work among the members, then by union 
and uniformity of action good leanlts are 
sure to be obtained. 

"I do not make it a rule to speak dis- 
paragingly of other aodetiea, for all are 
doing .some good work, but I will say 
that tbe Young Men'a Institnte is bdter 
adapted for tbe advancement ot tbe young 
man and the employment of hia talents 
than any other Catholic lay organization. 
There are a number of young men just 
entering upon life with good minds but 
deficient education, who from this cause 
are kept back and labor under great diffi- 
cultiea. Our rlnb houses, libraries and 
meetinga of the coundia afford a school 
where an education can be acquired that 
will materially asdst them and secure 
promotion In thdr chosen callings. Por 
if we ceaae to grow, we b^ia to die. I,et 
Satolli Coiwdl preM forward in this good 
work, snd msy the success of the preaent 
sdmlnlstrstion exceed that of any former 
period." 

Grand Secretary George Laiitz talked 
along similar lines and expressed bis 
appreciation of the welcome given the 
grand officers by SatoUi'i members. 
Deputy Vincent H. Smith also spoke en- 
couragingly and promised to aid Satolli 
in all her undertakings by word and deed. 
Deputy Bdward Bosler, one of Trinity's 
best workers, followed and spoke in a 
sioUlar m^rit and made a tew am ^e et i on i

That Ends All Came to Daniel 
P. Whito. tho Tobaooo 
Man. . 



Daniel P. White, a respcded dtisen of 

Ivouisville, died st his home, 1814 Pint 
street, early Monday morning. Mr. 
White had suffered from a cancer of the 
abdomen during the past ten months, but 
died fortified by the holy sacraments of 
the chtirch and with perfed Christian 
resignation. He leavea a wife, who was 
Miss Katie Olenn before ber manlage, 
and three aona. 

The deoeaaed was bom in Green 
county, thia State, fifty-two years ago. 
He was the eon of Dr. D. P. White, a 
prominent physician of that section.

Mr. Lyden was a native of Ireland and 
bad been in tbe I'niled Slates only a 
short time. Near tbe wreck was found 
his pocketbook containing a life insur- 
ance policy for |1, 000. His father, Pat- 
rick Lyden, who lives ia Irdsnd, is named 
as beneficiary. 

Martin Cannon was bom and raised in 
Louisville, but has lived at Lebanon 
Junction about eighteen months. Mr.
